1 . Applicant's amendments to the claims filed with the office on December 1 st 2004 
is duly acknowledged. 

Claims 49-95 (newly presented) are pending in this application.

P100 (as recited in claim 63 and 69) and method of using said composition (as 
recited in claim 49) for controlling Listeria contamination. 

Group II, ciaim(s) 67 and 68, drawn to a second method of using phage P100 

for treating an animal infected with Listeria monocytogenes. 

Group III, claim(s) 70-81, and 94-95, drawn to a third method of using phage 

P100 (as recited in claim 70) for detecting the presence of Listeria 
monocytogenes. 

Group IV, claim(s) 82, 89, and 90-93, drawn to a second product, purified 
endolysin protein derived from phage P100 (see claim 82). 

Group V, claim(s) 83, and 84-88, drawn to a method of using purified endolysin 
protein derived from phage P100 (see claim 83).
